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DIRECTORS'S REPORT 


The accounting officers submit their report for the year ended 30 June 2015. 

1. INCORPORATION 

The entity was incorporated on April 26, 2000 and obtained its certificate to commence business on the same day. 

2. REVIEW OF ACTIVITIES 

MAIN BUSINESS AND OPERATIONS 

The entity is engaged in social housing institution activities and operates as municipal entity under the laws of South 
Africa. 

The entity did not employ any employees during the current or previous financial years. The management functions 
relating to day to day operations are performed by Ekurhuleni Development Company (SOC) Limited. 

The operating results and state of affairs of the municipality are fully set out in the attached annual financial statements 
and do not in our opinion require any further comment.. 

3. GOING CONCERN 

We draw attention to note 23 in the Annual Financial Statements, Going Concern. 

The ability of the entity to continue as a going concern is dependent on a number of factors. The most significant of these 
is that the accounting officer has the resources in place to continue in operation for the foreseeable future. The existence 
of the entity is dependent on the continued support of its shareholder. 

During the year the shareholder assisted with grants of R1.75million to Phase II Flousing Company (SOC) Ltd , which 
was used for operational repairs and maintenance. Additional grants have been approved for 2015/2016 amounting to 
R3.5million. At 30 June 2015, the entity had an accumulated surplus of R29 884 268 and that the entity's total assets 
exceed its liabilities by R33 884 368. 

Management therefore foresees that the entity will continue as a going concern. This basis presumes that funds will be 
available to finance future operations and that the realization of assets and settlement, contingent obligations and 
commitments will occur in the ordinary course of business. 

It should be noted however, that the Board has passed a resolution on 30 June 2015 to proceed with amalgamating the 
following related parties into a single company, namely: Ekurhuleni Development Company (SOC) Ltd, Pharoe Park 
Flousing Company (SOC) Ltd, Phase II Flousing Company (SOC) Ltd and Lethabong Flousing Institute (SOC) NPC. 

The key operation of these entities will continue to function normally in the single entity, preventing a duplication of 
functions and resulting in alignment to SFIRA funding requirements. The financial effect of the amalgamation can however 
not be quantified at reporting date. 

Due to the material uncertainty of the timing, funding and cost of the amalgamation process, management is of the 
opinion that this will not affect the entity’s ability to continue as a going concern for financial statement reporting purposes 

4. SUBSEQUENT EVENTS 

The Board of Directors are not aware of any matter or circumstance arising since the end of the financial year. 

5. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The annual financial statements prepared in accordance with the Standards of Generally Recognised Accounting 
Practices (GRAP). 

6. CONTRIBUTIONS FROM OWNERS 

There were no changes in the authorised or issued share capital of the entity during the year under review. 

The entity was incorporated with an authorised share capital of 1,000 ordinary shares of R1 each of which 108 were 
issued at par value.

Comments to the Statement of Comparison of Budget and Actuals (Statement of Financial Performance) 

1. Investment Revenue 

Interest received on investment was higher than budget due to an error in the budgeted interest receivable (too low). 

2. Debt impairment 

Actual debt written off higher than budget due to tenants debts written off because they are not traceable. 

3. Other Expenditure 

Expenditure lower than budget due to not receiving regular payments from tenants, subletting and eviction process taking 
longer. 

4. Transfer recognised-capital 

The capital grant was not received by Phase II, due to a delay to the start of the budgeted building project.

5. Net Cash from oprerating 

More cash was used in operating activities than budgeted due to a drive to clean up long outstanding creditors. 

6. Net Cash from investing 

Cash inflow more than budgeted mainly due to the increase in the intercompany loans with Pharoe Park not budgeted. 
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Accounting Policies 


1. Presentation of Annual Financial Statements 
Basis of Preparation 

These annual financial statements were prepared in accordance with Standards of Generally Recognised Accounting 
Practice (GRAP), issued by the Accounting Standards Board in accordance with Section 122(3) of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act, (Act No 56 of 2003). 

The annual financial statements were prepared on the accrual basis of accounting and incorporate the historical cost 
conventions as the basis of measurement, except where specified otherwise. 

In the absence of an issued and effective Standard of GRAP, accounting policies for material transactions, events or 
conditions were developed in accordance with paragraphs 8, 10 and 1 1 of GRAP 3 as read with Directive 5. 

Assets, liabilities, revenues and expenses were not offset, except where offsetting is either required or permitted by a 
Standard of GRAP. 

The principal accounting policies, applied in the preparation of these annual financial statements, are set out below. 
These accounting policies are consistent with those applied in the preparation of the prior year annual financial 
statements, unless specified otherwise. Details of any changes in the accounting policies are provided in the note 
“Changes in accounting policy.” 
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Accounting Policies 


1.1 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty 

In the process of applying the entity’s accounting policies, management has made the following significant accounting 
judgements, estimates and assumptions, which have the most significant effect on the amounts recognised in the 
financial statements. Use of available information and the application of judgement is inherent in the formation of 
estimates. Actual results in the future could differ from these estimates which may be material to the annual financial 
statements: 

• Trade receivables and loans and receivables 

The entity assesses its trade receivables, held to maturity investments and loans and receivables for impairment at the 
end of each reporting period. In determining whether an impairment loss should be recorded in surplus or deficit, the 
surplus makes judgements as to whether there is observable data indicating a measurable decrease in the estimated 
future cash flows from a financial asset. 

The impairment for trade receivables, held to maturity investments and loans and receivables is calculated on a portfolio 
basis, based on historical loss ratios, adjusted for national and industry-specific economic conditions and other indicators 
present at the reporting date that correlate with defaults on the portfolio. These annual loss ratios are applied to loan 
balances in the portfolio and scaled to the estimated loss emergence period. 

• Impairment of receivables 

The calculation in respect of the impairment of receivables is based on an assessment of the extent to which debtors 
have defaulted on payments already due, and an assessment of their ability to make payments. This was performed per 
service-identifiable categories across all debtor classes. 

• Impairment of property, plant and equipment 

The calculation in respect of the impairment of property, plant and equipment is based on an assessment of the extent to 
which the recoverable amount of the asset has declined below the carrying amount. This was performed across all 
classes of property, plant and equipment. 

• Provisions, contingent liabilities and contingent assets 

Management’s judgement is required when recognising and measuring provisions, as well as when measuring contingent 
liabilities and contingent assets. Provisions are discounted where the effect of discounting is material, using cost of 
capital. 

• Useful lives of property, plant and equipment and Investment property held at cost 

The useful lives of assets are based on management’s estimates. Management considers the impact of technology, 
service requirements and required return on assets to determine the optimum useful-life expectation, where appropriate. 

The estimated residual values of assets is also based on management’s judgement on whether the assets will be sold or 
used to the end of their useful lives, and what their condition will be at that time. 

• Budget information 

A difference of 5% or more between budget and actual amounts is regarded as material. All material differences are 
explained in the notes to the annual financial statements. 

The accounting policies applied are consistent with those used to present the previous year's financial statements, unless 
explicitly stated otherwise.

1.2 Presentation currency 

These annual financial statements are presented in South African Rand, which is the functional currency of the entity. 
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1.3 Investment property 

Investment property includes property (land or a building, or part of a building, or both land and buildings held under a 
finance lease) held to earn rentals and^r for capital appreciation, rather than held to meet service delivery objectives, 
the production or supply of goods or services, or the sale of an asset in the ordinary course of operations. 

Investment property is recognised as an asset when, and only when, it is probable that the future economic benefits or 
service potential that are associated with the investment property will flow to the enterprise, and the cost or fair value 
of the investment property can be measured reliably. 

At initial recognition, the entity measures investment property at cost including transaction costs once it meets the 
definition of investment property. However, where an investment property was acquired through a non-exchange 
transaction (i.e. where it acquired the investment property for no or a nominal value), its cost is its fair value as at the 
date of acquisition. 

Cost model 

Investment property is subsequently measured using the cost model. Under the cost model, investment property is 
carried at cost less any accumulated depreciation and any accumulated impairment losses. 

Depreciation is calculated on the depreciable amount, using the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of 
the assets. 

Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole asset and that have different useful lives are 
depreciated separately. The annual depreciation rates are based on the following estimated average asset lives: 

Depreciation is provided to write down the cost by equal instalments over the useful life of the property, which is as 
follows: 

Item Useful life 

Property - land indefinite 

Property - buildings 50 years 

Investment property is derecognised on disposal or when the investment property is permanently withdrawn from use 
and no future economic benefits or service potential are expected from its disposal. 

Gains or losses arising from the retirement or disposal of investment property is the difference between the net 
disposal proceeds and the carrying amount of the asset and is recognised in surplus or deficit in the period of 
retirement or disposal.

Value in use 

Value in use of a cash-generating asset is the present value of the estimated future cash flows expected to be derived 
from the continuing use of an asset and from its disposal at the end of its useful life. Value in use of non-cash-generating 
assets is the present value of the non-cash-generating assets remaining service potential. 

When estimating the value in use of a cash-generating asset, the economic entity estimates the future cash inflows and 
outflows to be derived from continuing use of the asset and from its ultimate disposal and the economic entity applies the 
appropriate discount rate to those future cash flows. The present value of the remaining service potential of a non-cash- 
generating assets is determined using the most appropriate between the following approaches:

Recognition and measurement 

If the recoverable amount of an asset is less than its carrying amount, the carrying amount of the asset is reduced to its 
recoverable amount or recoverable service amount.

An impairment loss is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

When the amount estimated for an impairment loss is greater than the carrying amount of the asset to which it relates, the 
economic entity recognises a liability only to the extent that is a requirement in the Standard of GRAP. 

After the recognition of an impairment loss, the depreciation (amortisation) charge for the asset is adjusted in future 
periods to allocate the asset’s revised carrying amount, less its residual value (if any), on a systematic basis over its 
remaining useful life.

1.8 Revenue from exchange transactions 

Revenue is the gross inflows of economic benefits or service potential during the reporting period when those inflows 
result in increases in net assets, other than increases relating to contributions from owners 

Revenue from exchange transactions refers to revenue that accrued to the entity directly in return for services rendered / 
goods sold, the value of which approximates the consideration received or receivable. 

Revenue is recognised when it is probable that future economic benefits or service potential will flow to the entity and 
these benefits can be measured reliably. 

Revenue is measured at the fair value of the consideration received or receivable. 

When the inflow of cash or cash equivalents is deferred and the fair value of the consideration is less than the nominal 
amount of cash received or receivable, the arrangement effectively constitutes a financing transaction.

• A rate of interest that discounts the nominal amount of the instrument to the current cash sales price of the goods or 
services. 

The difference between the fair value and the nominal amount of the consideration is recognised as interest revenue. 
Interest revenue is recognised on a time proportion basis. 

Revenue from the rental of facilities and equipment is recognised on a straight-line basis over the term of the lease 
agreement. 

Dividends are recognised when the entity’s right to receive payment is established. 
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1.9 Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

Non-exchange transactions are defined as transactions where the entity receives value from another entity without directly 
giving approximately equal value in exchange. 

An inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction recognised as an asset is recognised as revenue, except to the 
extent that a liability is also recognised in respect of the same inflow. As the entity satisfies a present obligation 
recognised as a liability in respect of an inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction recognised as an asset, it 
reduces the carrying amount of the liability recognised and recognises an amount of revenue equal to that reduction. 

Revenue from a non-exchange transaction is measured at the amount of the increase in net assets recognised by the 
entity.

Transfers, inciuding Grants and Receipts 

The entity recognises an asset in respect of transfers when the transferred resources meet the definition of an asset and 
satisfy the criteria for recognition as an asset. Transferred assets are measured at their fair value as at the date of 
acquisition. 

Gifts and donations, inciuding goods in-kind 

Gifts and donations, including goods in kind, are recognised as assets and revenue when it is probable that the future 
economic benefits or service potential will flow to the entity and the fair value of the assets can be measured reliably. 

Services in-kind 

Services in-kind are not recognised. 

1.10 Leases 

A lease is classified as a finance lease if it transfers substantially all the risks and rewards incidental to ownership. A 
lease is classified as an operating lease if it does not transfer substantially all the risks and rewards incidental to 
ownership. 

When a lease includes both land and buildings elements, the entity assesses the classification of each element 
separately. 

Operating ieases - iessor 

Operating lease revenue is recognised as revenue on a straight-line basis over the lease term. 

Initial direct costs incurred in negotiating and arranging operating leases are added to the carrying amount of the leased 
asset and recognised as an expense over the lease term on the same basis as the lease revenue. 

The aggregate cost of incentives is recognised as a reduction of rental revenue over the lease term on a straight-line 
basis. 

The aggregate benefit of incentives is recognised as a reduction of rental expense over the lease term on a straight-line 
basis. 

Income for leases is disclosed under revenue in statement of financial performance. 

1.11 Unauthorised expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure is expenditure that has not been budgeted for, expenditure that is not in terms of the 
conditions of an allocation received from another sphere of government, entity or organ of state and expenditure in the 
form of a grant that is not permitted in terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003). 
Unauthorised expenditure is accounted for as an expense in the Statement of Financial Performance and where 
recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the Statement of Financial Performance. 
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1.12 Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is expenditure that was made in vain and would have been avoided had reasonable 
care been exercised. Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is accounted for as expenditure in the Statement of Financial 
Performance and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the Statement of Financial 
Performance. 

1.13 Irregular expenditure 

Irregular expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003), the 
Municipal Systems Act (Act No. 32 of 2000), and the Public Office Bearers Act (Act No. 20 of 1998) or is in 
contravention of the entity’s supply chain management policy. Irregular expenditure excludes unauthorised 
expenditure. Irregular expenditure is accounted for as expenditure in the Statement of Financial Performance and 
where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the Statement of Financial Performance. 

1.14 Budget information 

The approved budget is prepared in accordance with GRAP standards on an accrual basis, and are consistent with 
accounting policies as adopted by the Council for the preparation of this financial statements, and presented by economic 
classification linked to performance outcome objectives.

and

Capital risk management 

The entity's objectives when managing capital are to safeguard the entity's ability to continue as a going concern in order to provide returns for 
member and benefits for other stakeholders and to maintain an optimal capital structure to reduce the cost of capital. 

The capital structure of the entity consists of debt, which includes the borrowings (excluding derivative financial liabilities) disclosed in note 3, 
cash and cash equivalents disclosed in note 6, and equity as disclosed in the statement of financial position. 

In order to maintain or adjust the capital structure, the entity may adjust the amount of dividends paid to member, return capital to member, 
issue new shares or sell assets to reduce debt. 

Consistent with others in the industry, the entity monitors capital on the basis of the gearing ratio. 

This ratio is calculated as net debt divided by total capital. Net debt is calculated as total borrowings (including 'current and non-current 
borrowings' as shown in the statement of financial position) less cash and cash equivalents. Total capital is calculated as 'equity' as shown in 
the statement of financial position plus net debt. 

There are no externally Imposed capital requirements.

Liquidity risk 

The entity’s risk to liquidity is a result of the funds available to cover future commitments. The entity manages liquidity risk through an ongoing 
review of future commitments and credit facilities. 

Cash flow forecasts are prepared and adequate utilised borrowing facilities are monitored.

Interest rate risk 


The entity’s interest rate risk arises from long-term borrowings. Borrowings issued at variable rates expose the entity to cash flow interest rate 
risk. 

The entity analyses its interest rate exposure on a dynamic basis. Various scenarios are simulated taking into consideration refinancing, 
renewal of existing positions, alternative financing. Based on these scenarios, the entity calculates the impact on surplus and deficit of a 
defined interest rate shift. 

Credit risk 

Credit risk consists mainly of cash deposits, cash equivalents, derivative financial instruments and trade debtors. The entity only deposits cash 
with major banks with high quality credit standing and limits exposure to any one counter-party. 

Trade receivables comprise a widespread customer base. Management evaluated credit risk relating to customers on an ongoing basis. If 
customers are independently rated, these ratings are used. Otherwise, if there is no independent rating, risk control assesses the credit quality 
of the customer, taking into account its financial position, past experience and other factors. Individual risk limits are set based on internal or 
external ratings in accordance with limits set by the board. The utilisation of credit limits is regularly monitored. Sales to retail customers are 
settled in cash or using major credit cards. Credit guarantee insurance is purchased when deemed appropriate. 

23. Going concern 

We draw attention to the fact that at 30 June 2015, the entity had accumulated surplus of R 29 884 268 and that the entity's total assets exceed 
its liabilities by R 33 884 368. 

The ability of the company to continue as a going concern is dependent on the shareholder’s continued support. During the year the 
shareholder assisted with grants of R1.75million, which was used for operational repairs and maintenance. An additional grant has been 
approved for 2015/2016 amounting to R3.5million for Pharoe Park Housing Company (SOC) Ltd and Germiston Phase II Housing Company 
(SOC) Ltd. 
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23. Going concern (continued) 

As the collection of rental income of the companies are improving, the transfer of rental stock from Ekurhuleni Metropolitan Municipality realizes 
and the turnaround strategy for the companies implemented, management foresees that the entity will continue as a going concern. This basis 
presumes that funds will be available to finance future operations and that the realization of assets and settlement, contingent obligations and 
commitments will occur in the ordinary course of business. 

It should be noted however, that the Board has passed a resolution on 30 June 2015 to proceed with amalgamating the following related parties 
into a single company, namely: Ekurhuleni Development Company (SOC) Ltd, Pharoe Park Housing Company (SOC) Ltd, Phase II Housing 
Company (SOC) Ltd and Lethabong Housing Institute (SOC) NPC. 

The key operations of these entities will continue to function normally in the single entity, preventing a duplication of functions and resulting in 
alignment to SHRA funding requirements. The financial effect of the amalgamation can however not be quantified at reporting date. 

Due to the material uncertainty of the timing, funding and cost of the amalgamation process, management is of the opinion that this will not 
affect the entity’s ability to continue as a going concern for financial statement reporting purposes.
